ARICA (Chile) Jan. 11.-—-A sum- 
mary hearing was held today at 
the residence of Gen. Pershing, 
fhairman of the Tacna-Arica 
plebiscitary commission, as the re- 
sult of a demonstration in which 
about 400 Chileans took part and 
which assumed an anti-American 
character. The Chilean delega- 
tion on the commission was rep- 
resented at the hearing. 

The demonstration began when 
an American named Lambert, em- 
ployed by the Peruvian delegation 
aboard the transport Rimac, came 
ashore this morning to sell copies 
of the newspaper published aboard 
the Rimac. Near the residence 
reserved for the American dele- 
gation he was stopped by a group 
of Chileans. On learning that he 
wes an American, the crowd, 
which increased rapidly, raised 
loud protests against what they 
termed “American participation in 
Peruvian propaganda.” 

An American photographer at- 
tempted to make a picture of the 
scene but was prevented by the 
Chileans who said they feared the 
hotographs would be used for 
ernvian propaganda. 

The crowd dispersed when po- 
lice appeared. It ia reported, how- 
ever, that William C. Dennis of 
the American delegation, was ad- 
dressed in aedisrespectful manner 
by Jorge Silve, head of a local 
patriotic society, when Mr. Dennis 
passed while the demonstration 
was at ite height.

ROME, Jan. 11.—Margherita of 
Savoy, Italy’s first Queen of Ital- 
lan birth, was laid to rest today 
in the Pantheon, tomb of the na- 
tion's fiustrious dead, where also 


lies the body of her husband, 
King Humbert, who was assassi- 


nated in 1900. 

The body was brought from 
Bordighera, where the Queen 
Mother died the (th inst., on a 
epecial train, which made one- 
minute stops at all the principal 
stations eh route to the capital. 
Arriving here, it was conveyed 
through streets draped with 
mourning to the Pantheon. There 
a short ceremony was held, after 
which the body was entombed in 
a special aperture above that con- 
— the remains of King Hum- 
ert. 

The dignity and tmpressiveness 
of the procession came as a fit- 
tine climax to the unrestrained 
popular outpouring of grief that 
followed the passing of the be- 
loved Queen Mother. 


SILENCE, UNBROKEN 

. the coffin, covered only by a 
fag and one huge wreath of Mo- 
lets, passed through the solid walls 
of hundreds of thousands of 
watchers, the silence was broken 
only to the sound of marching feet 
and the rumbling of the whéels 
of the gun carriage on which it 
rested. 

Margherita’s son, King Victor 
Emmanuel, and other male mem- 
bers of the royal family, followed 
immediately behind the ~ casket, 
while Queen Helena, the Royal 
princesses and wives of the foreign 
diplomats waited tn the Pantheon. 

The King was dressed in a gray- 
green fatigue uniform: Premier 
Mussolini in the full dress uniform 
of his rank, and the Duke of Ge- 
noa, the King’s second cousin, as 
an admiral.

He also empha- 
sized that the new religion will 
not be new in the sense that peo- 
ple are to be converted from one 
declaring: 

“We believe that the new rell- 
gion will be like a spiritual League 
of Mertens, not replacing the pres- 
ent religions, but binding them all 
together.”

No man ever had a more auspi- 
clous major league debut than Fred 
Clarke. He came to Louisville and 


in his first game made five hits in 
five times at bat.

In a few years 
he was manager of the team, and 
when the Louisville franchise was 
transferréd to Pittsburgh, Clarke, 
Hans Wagner, Phillipe and several 
other Louisville players went along 
in the deal. Clarke continued as 
manager. He kept the team near 
the yd and in 1909 won the Na- 
tional League pennant and defeated 
Detroit for the world champion- 
ship. He was aggressive and an in- 
telligent manager. He quit base- 
ball to look after his business in- 
in Kansas. 


In 1888 Willie Gleason, later 
called “Kid” Gleason, was pitch- 
ing for Scranton, Pa. Later he got 
a job pitching for Philadelphia. 
From there he went to St. Louis 
and from St. Louis to Baltimore, 
still pitching. He pitched out the 
Season of 1894 and he pitched 
part of the season of 1895. Then 
Ned Hanlon, seeing further bos 
sibilities in Gleason, switched him 
to second base. He became a star 
at the position avd the following 
year he Was shifted to the New 
York Giants. Finishing his major 
playing career, he landed as man- 
ager of the Jersey City team. Later 
on he joined Phi‘adelphia again, 
this time as assistant to Manager 
Billy Murray. Soon after Gleason 
retired. He stayed out of baseball 
for some time and his next ap- 
pearance was as assistant to Man- 
atzer Pants“ Rowland, of the Chi- 
cago White Sox. When Rowland 
resigned, Gleason became man- 
ager and developed one of the 
finest baseball machines in his- 
tory, but one that turned out badly 
when several members combined 
to throw the world series of 1919 
to Cincinnati. At the close of the 
1920 season, while the actual 
scandal attending the previous 
world series wae still being aired 
in the newspapers, I happened to 
be in Chicago. Before leaving De- 
troit I had resigned as manager 
of the Tigers and when resigning 
suggested Gleason's name to Frank 
J. Navin as my successor. 

The Detroit owner liked the 
idea and said he would be glad 
to give the job to Gleason. 

I told Gleason to go to De- 

troit and sign with Navin: as 

manager of the Tigers, but he 
shook his head and answered.

PARIS, Jan. 11.—Farmers of 
Northern France today rallied to 
the standard of individual initla- 
tive and sacrifice first raiseq by 
mill men of their district by of- 
fering to pawn their crops to ease 
the government’s financial burden. 

Despite the official lassitude 
which greeted the manufacturers’ 
proposal three weeks ago, the 
farmers’ association of the north 
country, representing the proprie- 
tors of $1,500,000 acres, in a meet- 
ing at Lille offered to co-operate 
toward the creation of an inde- 
pendent sinking fund which it is 
intended will retire the huge in- 
ternal debt. The manifesto ad- 
dressed to all farmers of France 
calls on them to display the same 
measure of patriotism toward 
France’s financial strugge as they 
did in the war with Germany. Sub- 
stantial propositions will be pre- 
sented-to the government as soon 
as a majority of the farmers have 
been pledged. 

Though the farmers of France, 
representing 49 per cent of the 
country’s total population, are en- 
joying unheard of prosperity and 
are buying agricultural implements 
for cash for the first time in their 
history, they are notoriously lack- 
ing in their contribution of taxes 
for the country’s flabby coffers. 
Out of 20,000,000 farmers only 
309,700 paid income taxes in 1924. 
And the taxes they did pay only 
amounted to a mere 34,000,000 
france ($1,350,000) which is only 
a little more than half of what 
57,000 people of liberal professioins 
paid in the same year. 

In one prosperous department 
containing some 40,000 inhabitants, 
only forty farmers paid taxes at 
all and although their prosperity 
was undoubtedly good, only half 
among those who did pay declared 
incomes of from 3000 to 400° 
francs. 

Only 20,000 farmers in an 
France in 1924 admitted profits 
of 10,000 francs ($400.) 

These facts are well known to 
city dwellers who are convinced 
that the chief and perhaps only 
accompiishment of the French 
revolution was to relieve peasants 


who paid all the taxes before from 
ever paying them again. Thus, 
the decision reached by the tillers 
of Lille was received with vast sur- 
prise and pleasure in

Instead, 
the raflroads and the Pacific Elec- 
tric Railway presented to the com- 
mission last week and are now 
also setting it forth to civic and im- 
provement organizations in an at- 
tempt to “mold public opinion 
for it,” their old Titcomb plan with 
slight modifications. 


SEEK FRANCHISES 

The railroads and the Pacific 
Electric Railway have now ap- 
plied to the City Council for forty- 
year franchises to construct and 
use the elevated roads and foot 
bridges which are the main fea- 
ture of this plan. 

City Attorney Stephens gave no- 
tice at the conclusion of last 
week's hearings before the 
road Commission that at the hear- 
ings in March he will bring for- 
mally to the attention of the com- 
mission the findings of the com- 
mission of 1921 which the rail 
roads are now seeking to have 
the commission reverse. He will 
cite the decision of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of last July 
6, which the railroads are seeking 
to have the Railroad Commission 
disregard. 

PART OF CIVIC CENTER 

The proposed Plaza union depot, 
as shown in the records of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission 
would extend from the Los An- 
geles River at Aliso street to Ala- 
meda street. The main entrance 
ef the unton depot would face the 
Plaza and the gt be = 
integral part of the vic center 
now being developed north of 
First street. This relation of the 
civic center to the union depot 
was strongly in the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission's 
finding, which declared that the 
a union depot would fit in 


would not. 

In appearance from the Plaza 
and Civic Center, the Plaza union 
depot would be similar to the main 
entrance of the Kansas City (Mo.) 
union depot, with a central section 
and two wings. Thie union station, 
the engineers’ reports pointed out, 
could be served now by existing 
atreet-car lines, and by a Main- 
street subway, which was recom- 
mended in the Kelker-De Leuw 
rapid transit report. At the Rall- 
road Commission’s hearings last 
week, Gener 1 Manager Pontius ad- 
mitted that a Main-street subway 
would provide an “ideal” connec- 
tion between the Pacific Electric's 
Sixth and Main-street etation and 
the Plaza union depot. An alter- 
nate plan for use until a subway 
was built would call for the exten- 


serve the union depot from Los An- 
geles and Aliso streets, and thence 
across the Los Angeles River to 
the east bank, where the Pacific

SPLENDID BUILDING 

As p in the engineering 
exhibits submitted to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the main 
portion of the Plaza union depot 
would be 400 feet long. 120 feet 
wide and sixty feet high. This 
building would give Los Angeles a 
union depot adequate for genera- 
tions to come and for the passen- 
gers of the present carriers enter- 
ing Los Angeles and those of any 
railroads building into Los Angeles 
in the future. The large waiting- 
room would occupy the central por- 
tion of the building, and the wings 
would ba used for ticket offices, 
dining-rooms, offices, etc. The first 
floor of the station building pro- 
vides space for a waiting room for 
motor-bus lines and baggage offices 
with baggage storage rooms located 
beneath the main concourse. A 
cab drive thirty feet in width 
would extend beneath the con- 
course adja to the main build- 
in and throdtehout its entire 
length, so that passengers arriving 
or leaving by cabs or motor cars 
would not be required to run the 
gantiet of street traffic as at the 
Central (Southern Pacific) Station. 

Fifteen station tracks are provid- 
ed for at the Plaza union depot by 
the plans, which were filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
with space to add as many more as 
would be necessary. The baggage 
platforms would be separate from 
those used by passengers. 

The entrance of steam and Pa- 
cific Electric trains to the union de- 
pot from the east side of the river 
would be provided for by either a 
double-deck bridge or a high-level 
and low-level bridge alongside each 
other. The upper level would be 
occupied by the vehicular high- 
way and Paciftc Nectrie tracks, the 
lower level by steam railroad 
tracks. The Pacific Electric tracks 
would continue elevated on the east 
bank of the river, so the grade 
crossings at Mission Road would be 
thus eliminated. 


FORBADE TITCOMB PLAN 


Examination of the Interstate 
Commerce decision of July 6 shows 
that the commission specifically de- 
nied the request of the railroads to 
carry into effect the Titcomb plan 
of elevated roller coasters” and 
“shoot-the-chutes” in these terms: 
“An order will be entered denying 
the application in finance docket 
No. 8569.” This finance docket 
No. 8569 was the railroads’ appli- 
cation for a certificate to carry out 
the Titcomb plan as a substitute 
for a union passerger depot.

Mr. Benno Moiseivitsch, a Rus- 
sian planist with an English back- 
ground, played an ambitious pro- 
gram of the well-known classics 
at the Philharmonic Auditorium 
last night. 

He essayed the Bach “Chromatic 
Fantasie,” the Beethoven “Sonata 
Appassionate,” a series of Chopin 
concert pleces, a bit of Brahms, 
Palmgren and De Falla, and fin- 
ished with a grand finale in Liszt 
arrangements of Schubert and 
Wagner. 

The Molseſtvitsch hnique is of 
the brilliant, acintillating kind one 
takes for granted in a performer 
of his standing. He is able to 
play with his effects, therefore, to 
a degree not safe for one of lesser 
facility. 

In the Bach and Beethoven 
music, for instance, he took un- 
usual liberties with time and tone. 
If it were not for the clarity of his 
inner and outer voices the listener 
might possibly have felt a lack of 
understanding in his interpreta- 
tions. 

In the “first performance” of 
“La Vida Breve“ (De Falla,) this 
pianist seemed most en rapport 
with the composer. Here the dis- 
play of temperament and skill 
brought spontaneous applause and 
the demand for a repetition. It 
would be a pleasure to hear Moisel- 
vitsch play more of the late com- 


posers. 

Chopin the Russian plays clev- 
erly. His reading of the Polish 
master is not poetical but rather 
of flashing and sudden brilliance.
